considered to be obvious in view of the teaching of Witney in view of the absence of 
teaching the application of the cfaimed invention and the structural unsuitability therefor. 

Claim 14 has been amended to specify that the hat has a crown located centrally 
of a brim so as to be symmetrical, providing a framing context for selective display on 
the drawing surface of a front view of a character's face and side views of a character's 
face. Claim 15 has also been amended to specify the symmetry of the collar for 
selective display on the drawing surface of a front view of a character's face and side 
views of a character's faoe. 

New claim 21 emphasizes the small size of the claimed device In contrast to the 
evidently large, often free standing devices. 

New method claim 22 emphasizes a method of forming variable profiles of 
character's faces, neither disclosed nor suggested by the references. In addition to 
visual stimulation, the claimed invention provides both tactile and visual stimulation for 
the user increasing the amusement effect. 

Accordingly, it is believed that the claims define patentable subject matter and 
favorable reconsideration of the application is requested.
